According to account of 
the incident, she was trailing 
a black friend, Henry N. Mar- 
tin, 29, 2361 Dunning Ct., in 
her car when Martin was 
stopped by police.

Death Probe 
Called For 


The husband and immediate family of a 20 year old 
Eastside mother of two who died shortly after repor- 
tedly suffering a heart attack while in a dental chair, 
are disturbed by the fact that anesthetic was ad- 
ministered to her without their authorization. 

Mrs. Melesa Robertson, 1421 E. Long St., died last 
Tuesday “afternoon, Sept. 19, in Grant Hospital about 
six hours after suffering what is reported to have been 
a heart attack while under the influence of a-dental 
anesthetic administered at the office of Dr. Ronatd’R: 
Riviere; 949-E- Livingston’ Ave. 


An official ruling.on the 
death is pending an autopsy 
report from the County Cor- 
oners Office. 

Her husband, Hubert H., 
told the CALL & PQST, “re- 
gardless of the findings of the 
autopsy report. we may never 
Know what really happened; 
only that anesthetic was ad- 
ministered without my per- 
mission.” His main concern is 
to alert the public as to the 
way this tragedy really oc- 
curred. 

He said that when their first 
child was born at Doctors 
Hospital-N.. -he had to give his 
permission for the use of 
anesthetic. He added that al- 
though his wife was in labor 
in the admittance room the 
doctors there would not ad- 
minister anesthetic until he 
arrived and signed papers 
Stating that it met with his ap- 
proval.

Citizen Involvement Plan 
Unveiled by School Chief 


Columbus School Superin- 
tendent John Ellis unveiled a 
dream Tuesday that he hopes 
will prevent educational 
nightmares as the Board of 
Education. met as a com- 
mittee of the whole to lay the 
foundation for implementa- 
tion of the funds from the 
$89.5 building program bond 
issue it hopes the public will 
bless Nov. 7. 

Ellis’ eight point com- 
munity involvement mani- 
festo, hailed with enthusiasm 
by some and cautious op- 
timism by others, was greeted 
with a “No comment” from 
board member Dr. Watson 
Walker when asked by The 
CALL & POST to commefiti 
on the plan. 
~-$he plan calls for an ad- 
vVisorfy committee on 
educational program and 
facilities to be organized for 
each improvement project to 
be funded by the proposed 
bond issue. 

Board member Dr. David 
Hamlar said that the com- 
munity involvement plan is 
the type and kind of do- 
cumentation needed by grass 
roots organizations in order 
to “hold the board and ad- 
ministration accountable for 
their deeds,’’ Hamiar said that 
he felt the bond issue would 
be. defeated if the election 
were held today, but ‘time 
will tell.” 

Mrs. Marie Castleman also 
doubted if the bond issue 
would pass if the election 
were held today. She said she 
felt Ellis’ plan was “a good 
idea. The public must take 
the board on face value and 
follow-up .on activities to 
make sure the plan is im- 


plemented.” 

Following is a summary of 
the Ellis plan: 

--When proposed improve- 
ment projects are to be 
carried’ out. at an. existing 
school, the ‘principal shall 
submit to the superin- 
tendent's office, within ten 
work days after the official 
board authorization, a list of 
proposed members of the 
committee. For all other 
projects, the superintendent 
shall designate a convening 
agent who shall proceed in 
the manner prescribed for 
principals. 

--Each committee should 
be broadly representative of 
the educational community 
identified with the school. 
The representation should in- 


clude the principal, three 
faculty members, two 
classified employes, two 


parents, two other residents 
ofthe ‘community, plus_an_ar- 
chitect, consultants or other 
professionals required for a 
building program. Second 
school committees should in- 
clude two students members. 
The~ school faculty should 
choose the teacher reps, and 
the pfincipal should seek the 
advice and counsel of the 
building representative of the 


Columbus. Education As- 
sociation, Ohio Association, 
of Public Schoo! Employees, 
Parent-Teacher Association, 
and Student Council in the 
selection of faculty, classified 
employees, parents and stu- 
dents. 

--The superintendent of 
schools will review each 
committee and add re- 
presentation up to the num- 
ber nominated by the prin 
cipal if he deems necessary.

“Both boys pulled away 
from me,” she said, ‘‘and 
that’s when the little white 
boy fell and hurt himself.” 

She said afterwards she 
and some others who saw the 
incident went to Pendieton's 
office to explain the problem; 
“but he just wouldn't listen to 
our side.” She said, ‘‘He let 
the little white boy speak first 
and didn't let Chucky explain 
what happened.” 

Later, she said she 
received a letter in the mail; 
sent in an envelope with the 
school address printed out- 
side, and on_ school 
stationry, but more im- 
portantly bearing the prin- 
cipals signature.

Editor Vancouver wrote that the Board of Education's three 
blacks. members-Mrs. Marie Castleman, Dr. David Hamiar and 
Dr. Watson Walker-voted on July 18 to accept a paper com- 
mitment from the Columbus Public. Schools in favor of an in- 
tegrated school system. The three black members then voted 
to place an $80.5 million bond issue. on the Nov. 7 ballot. 

The three blacks had favored an earlier mandatory integra- 
tion policy which was not accepted by the entire board mem- 
bership. 

In answer to the question, “What alternatives were open to 
Castleman, Hamliar and Walker who had to vote on the issue 
at hand?"’, Vancouver presented the following five plans: 

PLAN A--The blacks could have remained firm for the 
manadtory integration policy as a condition for their votes. 
Vancouver said. “The Board could then pass on the in- 
tegration plan. The white members could say they were for- 
ced to do it as the price of getting the black votes,”’ Van- 
couver wrote. “Quite likely, we believe, a bond issue would 
fail under such circumstances, as racist elements in the 
community would protest loudly against the present board." 

PLAN B8--If Castleman, Hamlar and Walker had remained 
firm for the mandatory integration policy, the four white mem- 
bers would have refused to vote for it as well as the bond 
issue. Then the white board members, Vancouver pointed 
out, “would say that they would rather do without the con-

struction funds than force school .integration on the com- 
munity.” ‘ 

PLAN C--Castleman, Hamlar and Walker stand firm for an 
integration plan.One of the white members vote for the plan, 
but it is agreed to delay the bond issue vote until the 
specifics of the integration plan can be spelled out and until 
the resistance to it had a chance to die down, Vancouver 
suggested. ‘But in the end this may be the only way to get 
quality integrated education into the segregated Columbus 
Public Schools,” Vancouver wrote. He pointed out that there 
is a large segment of the.Columbus population who cannot 
accept the phrase ‘quality integrated education.” To them 
quality must go out the back door when integration comes in 
the front, he wrote. “So it appears that we might try to do a 
selling job,with the expression ‘quality integration educa- 
tion,” he suggested. ’ . 

PLAN D--The black members have _now voted for the bond 
issue. If it passed, Vancouver pointed out, court actions can 
be instituted to assure that no construction takes place 
which would perpetuate or enhance segration. “The cost of 
assembling supporting data and undertaking such action 
has been estimated at $10,000,"’ he wrote 

PLAN E-"If the bond issue fails,’ Vancouver wrote, ‘we all

Having voted for the bond issue, the blacks cannot easily 
be said to be obstructionists, the article stated. “The 
question is,’ Vancouver wrote, “can they, by playing along 
with the white majority, gain any meaningful concessions 
that will help improve the quality of education and human 
relations in the Columbus Public Schools?" 


The civil rights organization stated that groups and 
coalitions in other major cities are getting together and 
demanding integration of education on a countywide basis 
“This makes. sense tous,” the article stated. Integration of 
the Columbus Public Schools today might well increase the 
speed of white emigration from the city to the suburbs, which 
might increase suburban property values (Making them less 
available to many blacks), increase black voting power in the 
city, andincreasethe polarization between black and white in 


‘the total metropolitan area.” 


The article concluded with the comment that “if an integra- 
tion plan were drawn up for Columbus schools only, and if it 
did cut down on enrollment, then maybe we would not need 
$89.5 million for new school construction.”

Garrett A. Morgan 
(1877-1963) 


On July 25, 1916, a tunnel explosion 
trapped over twenty men working 228 
feet below Lake Erie. The huge clouds of 
smoke, gases, dust and debris made it 
impossible for anyone to search for sur- 
vivors. Just as it seemed hopeless, some- 
one remembered hearing about an 
invention by a man named Morgan. 

Garrett. Morgan had been trying to 
interest manufacturers in his invention 
fof-a long time.It- was the “gas inhala- 
for,” or gas mask, as we know it today. 

Morgan was summoned and quickly 
arrived with his brother and two gas 
inhalators. Together they descended 
into.the suffocating darkness. The 
crowd waited silently at the surface. 
Time stood still. Could anyone pene- 
trate the smoke and gas and come out 
alive? 

Finally, Morgan emerged carrying a 
survivor. Again and again, he returned 
to the hole until he had saved over a score 
of workmen. This remarkable feat not 
only drew a lot of attention to his inven- 
tion, but marked him a hero as well. 

Success did not come easy to 
Morgan. In those days, when it was 
learned that he was a Black man, Morgan

There have been many other noticeable changes 
around the Stadium during the past 50 years. The assistant 
drum major for the band is black as well as some of the 
members of the band. There is one black cheer-leader and 
a few years ago there were two blacks on the squad. 

The Ohio State University athletic staff has two blacks, 
Richard Delaney is the assistant athletic director and Billy 
Hill is the assistant trainer. These men can be seen in and 

‘around the football bench during the game. Up in'the 
pressbox blacks have been used to sending messages over 
the teletype machines. As you walk around the Stadium you 
will find more blacks serving in many other odd jobs. 

* Some progress has been made as far as blacks are 
concerned since the Stadium was built in 1922. This doesn't 
mean that everything is perfect. There. are still doors to be 
opened and maybe the old Stadium will be around when 
these doors are opened all the way instead of only part of 
ithe way, as they are in many cases.

Economic development 
projects hold the key in 
creating meaningful employ- 
ment for minorities, ac- 
cording to Curtis A. Brooks, 
executive director of 
CItMACAO, Franklin County's 
anti-poverty agency. - 

Brooks was the keynote 


speaker. at“a: three-day man-: 


power conference held this 
week’ at the Imperial House 
West under the auspices of 
the regional headquarters of 
the Office of Economic. Op- 
portunity (OEO). The con- 
ference, co-sponsored by 
Development Associates, 
Washington, D.C., manpower 
consultants for OEO, brought 
together manpower directors 
and anti-poverty officials from 


Ohio, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Illinois and 
Michigan. 

“‘Manpower programs 


today are doing no more than 
placing people on plan- 
tations,"’ admitted Brooks. 
“Economic development 
programs must be merged 
into the manpower field in or- 
der to provide jobs so that 
the poor can walk with their 
heads high. We must think of 
the total economic develop- 
ment of the individual.” 
Brooks expressed the fear 
that community action 
programs and other social 
welfare programs are ‘‘being 
systematically excluded from 
governmental plans and 
programs which are aimed at 
having. a profound impact 
upon the poor.” Such an ex- 
clusion, he ~challenged, 
represents “a tragic step into 
the dark and dismal past. We 
are—-returning—the-—respon- 
sibility to eliminate poverty to 
some of thé same institutions

This process, he charged, 
eliminates the one organiza- 
tion that was established to 
serve as an advocate of the 
poor--the community action 
-Sédet Cities 
programs,*he added, are in 
the same boat. “We.are all 
fighting for survival--the sur- 
vival of the poor,”” he stated 
in his keynote address. 

Revenue sharing, govern- 
ment reorganization plans 
and labor market advisory 
councils are three direct 
ways. Brooks pointed out, in 
which the government is con- 
tinuing its systematic rip-off 
of community action agen- 
cies. 

“Revenue sharing,” he ex- 
plained, “represents an at- 
tempt to divert the flow of 
federal dollars into the hands 
of elected officials. This ab- 
solves the federal govern- 
ment from the responsibility 
of eliminating poverty.” 

Government reorganization 
plans will transform OEO into 
a small research and demon- 
stration agency with no 
authority to operate large 
scale programs, he said. 

The labor market advisory 
councils are established to 
review existing. manpower

Programs, he said, and yet 
“the poor have representa- 


tion on these councils at all.” 

Brooks explained that over 
50 percent of all monies for 
federal manpower programs 
are a direct result of Title | of 
the Economic Opportunity 
Act (EQA), the same bill that 


establishoc-CSOseing CAA's.. 


“We forget that New Careers, 
Neighborhood. Youth Corps 
and- Concentrated Em- 
ployment Program are 
basically EQOA programs,” he 
said. “The current trend of 
de-emphasizing OEO is just a 
fore-shadowing of what is 
ahead for all social welfare 
and manpower programs.” 


Brooks charged that the 
federal government is leading 
the attack against minorities 
in today's society and setting 
the pace for the era of 
neglect which he predicts “is 
just around the corner--if not 
here already.” 

In terms of manpower, he 
said, the government. “has 
abandoned the numerical 
guidelines which are set up 
to achieve affirmative action 
in the employment. of 
minorities. The number of 
blacks in federal jobs has 
never exceeded 11 percent. 
We hold only service and 
clerical jobs at that.’”

Moses Allen, a senior methods & standards engineer with 
the firm’s nuclear equipment division, feels employment with 
B&W is “more relaxed" in comparison wit: a previous job he 
held with a Youngstown steel manufacturer. 

“! was the only black supervisor in the steel mill,” 
recalled Allen, “and gradually grew tired of this distinction.” 

A 1965:graduate of Tennessee State University with a 
Bachelor of science degree in mechanical engineering, Allen 
joined B&W in January, 1971 as a foreman in the nuclear 
equipment division's pressure vessel shop. 

Allen said he joined B&W because of the electric utility 
industry’s expanding need for power generation equipment. 
“I felt the chances for advancement were greater with B&W,"

For Royal Stoner, an estimator with B&W fossil power 
generation division, employment with Babcock & Wilcox has 
been a challenge and opportunity. 

Stoner said that his job often poses many obstacles, but 
feels this has trained him'to.be more efficient and valuable 
employee. “Eighty percent of my knowledge of data systems 
has been learned at B&W,” he said.

Expected To Attract 1500 Leaders 


DALLAS, Texas -- The 
nation’s black businessmen 
and businesswomen will con- 
vene October 3-6 at the 
National Business League's 
(NBL) 72nd Annual Conven- 
tion at the Fairmont Hotel in 
Dallas, Texas. Some 1,500 
business leaders from across 
the Nation are expected to at- 
tend the Convention -- 1972's 
most significant meeting of 
Blacks in business. . 

This year's Convention 
program of the 72-year-old 
organization will highlight.an 
aggressive commitment by 
delegates to “restructure” the 
National Business League 
from a business development 
organization to a -multi- 
industry trade association, to 
guarantee it a. permanent 
position of influence within 
the business -life of America. 
“Its influence,” says NBL 
President Berkeley G. Burrell, 
“must be indelibly stamped 
upon the fife styles of Black 
Americans who dare to be 
ambitious.” 

“While -the National 
Business League has never 
endorsed any candidate for 
any office,” continues Burrell, 
“the NBL leadership feels 
that at this critical time in 
American minority business 
enterprise history, it is im- 
perative that NBL's con- 
Stituency be provided a 
penetrating, intellectual 
analysis of the current 
political scene.” 

It is expected, then, that 
one of the more heavily at- 
tended Convention 
workshops will be the one on 
“Black Politics In The Years 
Ahead,” led by the Joint Cen- 
ter for Political Studies. Two

However, beginning next 
year, the bill limits eligibility 
for fee school lunches to 
children from families having 
income below 125 per cent of 
the poverty level, which the 
Agriculture Department has 
established at, $4,210 a year 
for a family of four.

The editorial concludes the

Stokes’ decision to pull all white 
policemen out of the black areas, 
probably preventing a race riot and 
wholesale bloodshed. 

This not only cost Stokes the 
confidence of entrenched 
police brass, but has sparked an 
increasingly anti-Negro stance in

Racism ha flourished on myths often 
disguised as scientific truth and 
therefore unassailable. Blacks have 
been particular victims of such myths. 
and nowhere has there been a clearer 
indication of the damage they can 
create than in the depiction of the black 
family as a basically pathological dis- 
organized unit characterized by the 
black matriarchy and the weakness of 
biack males. 

Acceptance of this concep! provided 
a rationale for treatment of blacks as an 
inferior group.

Columbus was the main stomping 
grounds for presidential candidates on 
Wednesday of last week, with 
Democratic riominee Sen. George 
McGovern and Vice President Spiro 
Agnew spending the better portion of 
the day campaigning in the city. 

Wednesday, Sept. 20, was supposed 
to have been a big day for Republicans 
because of their state convention, but 
the McGovern forces got a head start 
on the GOP party leaders and 
succeeded in stealing some of their 
political thunder. 

To accomplish this feat, McGovern's 
young troops brought their man into the 
city on the eve of the GOP convention, 
thus assuring themselves of front page _ 
coverage_in both daily papers. and by

television screens to the obvious disen- — 


chantment of the 3000 GOP delegates 
and alternates. 

. By the time the Vice President arrived 
at Port Columbus, McGovern had 
visited with Gov. Gilligan and other 
party leaders. met with newsmen, 
received a less than royal welcome 
from workers at the Western Electric 
Plant, and departed for other vote- 
hunting grounds. 

In the meantime, Agnew arrived 
downtown and addressed a large 
gathering from a platform erected in 
front of the McKinley monument on the 
west edge of the State House grounds. 
Since the State House is now occupied 
by a Democratic Governor, Republicans 


yaorsrantly tpought it more appropriate 
to present the Vice President tre. A= 


der the shadows of the 25th U.S. 
President, a Repbulican, rather than in 
the shade of an office occupied by a 
Party Rival. 

At a‘press conference in the Neil 
House baliréom, Agnew spent some 45 
minutes fielding questions, mostly con-

African economy, which has made that 
racist nation the second largest affluent 
nation for whites only in the world, 
second only to the United States, with 
millions of blacks now living in 
veritable settlements of poverty, filth 
and disease — woth the average life ex- 
pectancy of 34 years of age. 

While predominately white colleges

Q. A couple of weeks ago, -my 
pplied for. monthly disability 
lal security. When

What does an pm of the state of 
Ohio have to do with social security? 
A. In each state, an agency-—usually 
the state vocational rehabilitation 
agency--works with social security in 
evaluating disability claims. There, a 
team of trained people—a physician and 
a disability evaluation specialist-- 
consider all the facts and determine 
whether a person is disabled-under the 
social security law. Sometimes, current 
medical information is needed. When 
this happens, the state agency will con- 
tact the person to arrange for a medical 
examination or tests. Social security 
will pay for these extra examinations or 
tests. 
,Q. I'm 36 and get monthly social 


married last week. My wife has 
children by a previous marriage. Will 
they be able to get monthly payments 
too? 

A. After you've been married for one 
year, your wife and step children can 
‘get benefits until the children reach 18. 
Your step children can get benefits un- 
til they're 22 if they are unmarried and 
attend school full time. Any child born 
after the marriage is eligible from the 
time the child is born. In this case, your 
wife should also be entitled beginning 
with the month of the child’s birth. 

Q. I'm 62 and planning to*retire 
within the next year or two. Must | wait 
until a birthday to apply or can | apply 
at any time during the next 2 years? 

A. You can apply for retirement 
payments at any time. If you decide to 
have your checks start before age 65, 
your benefit amount will. be per- 
manently reduced. The amount_of the 
reduction depends on how many mon- 
ths you get checks before you're 65. 
For every month. that you are closer to 
65, the reduction in payments is less. 
You should apply for Medicare.2 to 3

WHEN {S AN ACCOUNT CON- 
SIDERED DELINQUENT? 


There is no definite answer to this 
question since some firms are much 
more lenient in their standards than 
others. There are, however, a few 
general statements which may be ap- 
plied. Usually an t#nstaliment account is 
considered delinquent very soon after 
the due date while a charge type ac- 
count often takes a more liberal view. 


Some accounts have a grace perigd_. 


and many places do not consider an ac- 
count really definquent until the next 
billing date. 

In all cases, when the consumer 
Starts to get notices and reminders, in 
order to protect his credit rating, he 
should take care of the obligation at

During the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, when the white collar whites 
were attending musicals and plays to 
cultivate at he entertainment 
which ‘tastes. ‘passed on to thei~ 
descendents, the black man. was too 
destitutely poor to take himself and 
family to the theatre, thus he was not 
able to develop a taste and un- 
derstanding of the musical show and 
plays, 

Not knowing anything about such en- 
tertainment himself, he could not pass 
_ tastes to his children—and—grand=— 
Children, The vast majority of black 
people have no background to enjoy 
musicals and plays, so they have not 
flocked to such productions. Naturally, 


.the Kenley Players would not know 


anything about that background -- they 


» just know that their performances have 


not shown the salt and pepper effect. 

| realize that the Kenley Players can- 
not wait for the black man to catch up 
on liking t' ir shows, but | hate to think 
that the wnole matter apparently has 
racial ting. | wish blacks were there in 
the cast regularly, just because they are 
human, American performers.

There is still considerable misunder- 
standing and misinformation about 
Sterilization. First, sterilization of men 
or women does not interfere with either 
the ability to perform or to enjoy the sex 
act. If problems arise, they are usually 
psychological in origin.

More and more, couples in this 
situation are considering sterilization 
as a means of not having-any more 
chitdren. 

Sterilization in women is done by two 
methods. Of is tubal ligation, which in- 
volves cutting and tying off the Fallo- 
pian tubes and prevents the ovum from 
reaching the uterus. The other is 
hysterectomy, removing the uterus. 

In men, the method of sterilization is 
called a vasectomy, removing a section 
of the vas deferens, the tube through 
which the male sperm must pass. The 
sperm are then merely absorbed by the 


body and cannot reach the female 
ovum to fertilize it following inter- 
course.

tile, this is not at*all certain, and doc- 
tors advise people considering sterili- 
zation. to regard the operation as ~ 
making them permanently sterile. 

A third cause of misunderstanding is 
the fact that for many years:dectors and 
hospitals were reluctant to perform the 
operation, requiring that the woman 
have a certain number of children or be 
of a certain age. Some wilt still not do 
it, usually on religous grounds. 

More frequently though doctors now 
leave the decision up to the couple af- 
ter explaining throughly the nature and 
consequences of the operation, 
discussing with them their reasons for. 
Wanting it done, and making certain 
they understand everything that is in- 
volved.

emotions about the Olympics, 
now,”’—said--Mrs-— White. 
“There was some breaking of 
game rules, displays of ex- 
treme nationalism, and above 
all we feel that the tragedies 
that occurred could not be 
forgotten.” 

And speaking of the tragic 
event of the Israeli hostages. 
Mrs. White emphasized there 
was a lot of confusion and 
some persons acted like it 
was a holiday or as though 
the entire affair was unreal. 

“The news media did not 


give accurate accounts of. 


what was happening,” she 
said. “And what struck me 
was that even though the 
hostages could “be seen in 
the Olympic-Village building, 
there. was. never an order 
given te evacuate -the 
building.” “ 

Mr. White said that contrary 


to the news reports that the- 


athletic events. would cease 
for 24 hours, the. contests 
were never called off. “We 
both felt they should have 
stopped the games because 
those hostages were after all 
human beings. And since the 
games were not stopped, it 
seemed to us that people 
were less important than the 
financial investments at 
stake.” 

The Whites did not attend 
the memorial services for the 
Israelis, they said, because to 
them these services would be 
less than sincere. The 
Whites, like many, left 

' Munich™ early and. returned 
home. 

“So many things had been 
promised,” said Mrs. White, 
“like stopping the-games for 
24 hours which was not done, 
that we decided to leave in 
honor of the dead hostages. 
A lot of people wanted to 
leave but could not because 
the airlines could not acco- 
mmodate that many changed 
flights. We were lucky to be 
able to get our 


tickets . 


changed to an earlier flight." 

But there are other things 
we will remember about the 
games and the athletes.” said 
Mrs. White. “We both felt the 
African teams were wonder- 
ful, and in the Olympic 
Village; the Africans -were 
very friendly. Naturally they 
didn't know us, but we knew 
the stars by sight and they 
were all extremely polite and 
easy to meet. Seeing them 
gave us a tremendous feeling 
of togetherness, knowing 
where they were’ coming 
from,” she revealed. 

Mr. White expressed the 
opinion that the Black Ameri- 
can athletes were all young 
and very nice. “But what we 
could not help but notice°was 
that for the. most part, the 
Blacks -fatt neglected. There 
didn't’seem to be much con- 
cern about them on the part 
of the United States. The 
paternalistic attitude of their 
own country sort of dam- 
pened their spirits,’ said Mr. 
White. 

He continued by saying 
that the Black American 
athletes felt the United States 
Supported them while they 
were being good-“‘boys” and 
“girls” and winning, ‘but 
when they failed to succeed, 
Uncle Sam's arm was not 
sympathetic at alle 

In contrast to this, Mr. 
White pointed out, athletes 
from other countries were 
generally fully supported by 
their own. The East German 
athletes, for example, he said, 
were treated like kings and 
queens. ‘‘The German 
masses really admire their 
champions. But if our Black 
athletes so much as stepped 
out of line briefly, they were 
sharply criticized,” he added. 

“And we noted that the 
Black Americans were 
labeled as the prime 
Protestors against Rhodesia, 
even before the Blacks 
arrived in Munich.” 


« Mr. White said the Blacks 
knew nothing about the 
Rhodesian boycott until after 
it had nearly been accom- 
plished. “One Black Ameri- 
can athlete was summarily 
named the American spokes- 
man and he knew nothing 
about the matter at all. Sub. 
sequently, he was falsely 
labeled a troublemaker.” 

But even with’ all these 
rather distasteful and disap- 
pointing incidents both Mr. 
and Mrs.. White feel they 
would like to see another 
Olympics and will certainly 
keep © working with 
youngsters to show them that 
life can be beautiful. 

“We are more dedicated 
than ever, | think, because of 
our exposure to Munich ahd 
the—games,"' Mr.- White 
revealed,’ ‘‘We are more 
aware of the pitfalls and the 
barriers. which face our 
young  Blacks."" And, Mrs 
White agreed whole-heart- 
edly, “we-are very proud of 
Madeline who brought home 
a silver- medal for the mile 
rélay"’ she -said..*“‘And.. we 
were very moved by the pride 
which. kept our Black 
American athletes going on 
in the games. Actually, these 
events made the trip for us.”

‘As a.stop-gap solution to overcrowding, nearly 70% of Columbus secondary 
school students attend schools on emergency schedules. Students on split sessions 
or over-extended school days are being deprived of courses and activities they need. 
For example, an eighth-grade girl may want to elect home economics. But if the 
school is crowded with seventh graders, where the course is required, she misses 
out on the course. Because of overcrowding, over-extended school days require 
some children to leave for school before daylight, and others to come home after 
dark.
